Cireassian Cut-Throats.

On the reduntion of Circassia by the
Russians in 1869, many of the inhabit-
ants, 0 is well known, rather than sub.
mit to the restraints of civilization, left
their country and settlad in Turkey,
where they have already caused some
embarrassment to the aunthorities, It
was te a body of these fugitives, num-
bering some thonsands of families, that
the invitation or command of the porte
was addressed. The Oircassians, famed
for their personal beauty, seem to

mistake, The best service that can be
done is to treat them and speak to them |
without regard to their aflliction. They |
are continnally and unconsciously cul-
tivating the power of secing things |
vividly through the oyes of others, It
was within lis own experience that
things which had been described to him |
had afterward become so veal that he |
could hardly persuade himself that he
had not seen them before he lost his
sight. He dwelt most impressively on |
the new hope that would light up the |
hearts of the blind as it more and more |
became known that an Ameriean had
come here to teach the English how |
snch might be taught the means of help- |
ing themselves and rescning  their lives |
from fraitlessness, He said he had |
heard that in Ameriea 25 per eent. of |
the blind were able to do something for
themselves—a fact startling enough to a
community which bad never till lately
imagined the possibility of sueh a thing,
unless in very exceptionable eases, You
may imagive the greay eflect produced
lr::‘y this address from a man in Prof,
awcett’s situation, He stood as a high
t_\-,w of what a blind man may sceom- |
plish under favorable ecircumstances,

overboard. They used sixty or eighty
feet of half-inch rope to tie the stones
on Inm, judging from the amount that
was gone from the boat. After the old
man was digposed of, we went down
stream, following our wusual voeation,
stealing, ete., but were arrested at Pa-
ducah for grand larcemy. We were
tried, convieted and sent to the peni-
tentiary. " —Pittsburgh Post.

It
ooks, indeed, as though she now saw
nothing better than to die in arms.  But,
possibly, these who took the hostile step
thonght that the motives which have
hitherto influenced the Greoks for peace
wanld be suflisient to sustain them nnder
even this wrong. If so, they were mis-
taken. Had not diplomacy removed for
the preseut the cause for offense, n ris-
ing wonld inevitably have ensued. The
aversion shown by the people of Mace-
| donin, Thessaly aml Epirns to the
colonizing of their conntry with Circas-
ginn immigrants is no mere matter of
prejudiee and political tneory, but is the
resilt of a sad experience; for, in spite
of the freanent protests of the Greeks,
and the consequent promises mmde by
the Tuarks, both to them and the great
sowers, abont 2,000 of these invaders
| Lu\'e been gradaally introduced. Wher-
| ever they settle a desert spreads around
| them. As soon as the husbandmen of
the neighboring villages have gone to
their work in ths morning, the Oircas-
gians come down upon their cottages,
insult their wives and daughters, nwl
drive off their eattle, The husbandmen
abandon their bomes, and cnltivation
censor.

A magnificent display of opals has
| been sent by Austria to the I’lnmlolphm

exhibition. The opals come from the

[ Government mines in the Carpathian

monntaing, which extend from six to
eight miles, and are 1,000 feet at their
greatest depth ; 400 men are employed
i these mines, which bave been worked
for five centuries. The rough opals
are shown from their growth in erystal
form till their decay ; but the gems of
the collection are the * Kolinoor of
opals "—the largest known, and weigh-
ing 602 sarats—and two exquisite stones,
engraved as eameo likenesses of the
Emperor and Empress,  These portraits
were done by an Austrinn artist in two
years, and are estimated the finest speci-
men of their kind in the world, It had

South African Railways.

A line of railway, 120 miles in length, |
was recently opened between Cape Town |
and Worcester, South Africa, The road |
j# an extension of the Cape Town and
Wellington railway, purchased by the
Government some years ago, and is part
broad and part narrow gauge. It is in-
tended eventually to make the whole
line of the latter description. Railway
work in other parts of the colony is be-
ing vigoronsly prosecuted; sixty five
miles of road are nearly complete on the |
eastern line from Port Elizabeth; sixty
miles ou the border line, from East
London, will be ready by the end of the
year, and a similar distance on the Mid- |
iand line will shortly be finished. The |
estimated cost of the new works was |
about £30,000 per mile, but this has
been exceeded by a8 much as $3,5600 per
mile in some cases, the incrense bemng
nccounted for chiefly by the deficient
supply of labor, enhanced rate of wages,
and high cost of provisions,

morning to night. Epping forest, now
secured to the people forever, was titled
with picnic parties, The Tilbury line |
carried 10,000 to Southend, and more
both to Rosterville and Gravesend, The |
central streets of the city were empty, |
but Sonth Kensingtod was thronged ;
10,000 visitors squeezed ench other to
e the Prince of Wales' In- '
dian  gollection ; 7,000 visited the
British Museum, and the basking shark, |
twenty-eight feet long and thirteen feet
in cireumference, caught off Shauklin,
Isle of Wight, Inst year, was ganzed at by
multitudes tll 8 p. m. The Zoological
Gardens drew the unprecedented num-
ber of 30,000 jpeople.

A New Use for lron,

One of the most incomprehensible
discoveries—if it ba trne, which is
